2. Applicant's arguments regarding the rejection under 35 USC 1 12(1) filed 
6/28/2007 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicants argue 
that examples from the specification would inherently have the claimed MFR. However, 
they base this assertion upon nothing more than an unsupported statement and a table 
of approximations based upon an undisclosed method. Applicants' submission is wholly 
inadequate to establish inherency of a claimed property which is not reported in the 
specification as filed. To establish that a claimed but unreported material property 
inherently exists in an example shown in the specification as filed, applicants must 
provide a showing of sufficient character and weight such that one of ordinary skill in the 
art would agree that said property is inherent in the example shown. The showing 
should be in the form of a declaration or affidavit. Applicants are reminded that new 
declaration evidence will not likely be considered after final rejection unless 
accompanied by a Request for Continued Examination.
